1 . Claims 1-17 and 2 1 -26 were cancelled. 

Examiner's Comment 

2. The following is an examiner' scomment: The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112 are 
withdrawn in light of Applicant's amendment. The examiner would also like to note that she 
agrees with Applicant that she to is unaware of any non- vertebrate GLPs, only those that are 
"lower vertebrates", "primitive vertebrates" or "ancient vertebrates". The double patenting 
rejection is withdrawn in light of the fact that Applicant's argument "improving the function of 
gastroinstestinal tissue" is not obvious over "promoting the growth of the small intesting tissue". 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
